Thousands 
of feet of coax cable running every direction like spaghetti and antennas even mounted on the 
the ends of piers sticking out into Lake Victoria (the 2nd largest fresh water lake in the world). 


One does not expect to see multiple four- squares on a DXpedition." Reg also mentioned that 
he received the callsign 5W1C, but has not been on the air much because of his work. He also 
states [edited], "I'm only working with an NVIS antenna strung along the hedges here, but with 
usable signals on all bands except 20M which is way down in the mud. .... I literally can't get a 
higher antenna up here on the estate because the trees are so thick and also covered with thorns. 
On my first try I wound up my trusty hammer weight for an underhanded throw and it went 
high enough, but unfortunately remained stuck in the branches." Reg also added that the 
F6KOP team tried to get his callsign 5X1C for their DXpedition, but were told they had to 
settle for 5X8C because Entebbe is in a different radio district than Kampala.
